“South African President 
Escalates AIDS Feud” 
Washington Post 


South African President Thabo 
Mbeki believes his country should be 
able to seek help from scientists who 
deny that HIV causes AIDS, challenging 
the medical establishment and raising a 
heated dispute. In a letter to President 
Clinton and other leaders, Mbeki insisted 
that his country should meet with 
scientists who hold other views on 
Africa’s AIDS epidemic, noting that it 
“would constitute a criminal betrayal of 
our responsibility to our own people” to 
imitate foreign methods of treating the 
disease. Around 4.2 million South 
Africans have HIV, and many officials 
said they were shocked that Mbeki would 
continue the dispute and maintain 
controversy over AIDS. The letter from 
Mbeki has not reached the public, but 
Assistant Secretary of State Susan Rice 
said much of it was logical and 
acknowledges the severity of the AIDS 
problem in Africa, specifically in South 
Africa. Last week, Sandra Thurman, 
head of the White House office of 
national AIDS policy met in Atlanta 
with South African health minister 
Manto Tshabalala-Msimang and 
Ambassador Makate Sisulu to discuss 
Mbeki’s letter. Thurman said they 
discussed “how important it is to make 
sure we're spending most of our time 
and energy focused on doing the things 
weknow howto dotostop this epidemic.”

Adrienne Germain, president of the 
International Women’s Health 
Coalition, writes in a letter to the editor 
that, in many countries, HIV is spread 
through men’s refusal to practice safe 
sex. The virus 1s being primarily spread 
in sub-Saharan Africa, for example, by 
men who visit prostitutes, do not use 
condoms, or who have several wives. 


Germain asserts, “We must invest in 
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sexuality and gender education, health 
information and services, education and 
job training for adolescents, so that girls 
have options and can decide whether to 
have sex and under what conditions.” 
She also calls for the development of 
products like microbicides, which women 


could control. 


“Syphilis Cases Double Among 
Gays” 
Los Angeles Times 

Health officials in Los Angeles 
County report that a syphilis outbreak 
among gay men in the area has doubled 
to 51 cases in two weeks. Peter Kerndt, 
director of the county’s sexually 
transmitted diseases program, noted that 
28 of the 51 men have HIV, which is 
particularly worrisome because syphilis 
sores increase the risk of HIV 
transmission. Five of the syphilis cases 
were identified in the County Jail. Last 
year, none of the 120 syphilis cases 
recorded in Los Angeles County were 
among gay men, suggesting a decline in 
safe sex practices among some gay men 
inthe area. Michael Weinstein, president 
of the AIDS Healthcare Foundation, also 
noted that “with the [number of 
chlamydia] cases doubling in the last 
two weeks, that’s pretty much proof 
positive there are hundreds of cases” in 
the county.”

New statistics from Britain’s Public 
Health Laboratory (PHLS) indicate that 
many young people are not practicing 
safe sex, as cases of sexually transmitted

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diseases are on the rise. The PHLS 
reports that one in 10 teenagers has 
gonorrhea, and experts like Dr. Patrick 
French, a sexual health consultant in 
London, citea lack of safe sex campaigns 
and ignorance as root causes. PHLS 
spokesman Dr. Mike Catchpole noted 
that ifaggressive steps are not taken, the 
situation could lead to an increase in 
infertility and more cases of HIV.

Grim figures on the HIV epidemic— 
including 2.6 million deaths resulting 
from AIDS in 1999, at least 35 million 
people currently infected with HIV, and 
15,000 more contracting the virus every 
day—were presented at the G7 finance 
ministers meeting at the World Bank in 
Washington. Not only are individual 
tragedies more widespread, but with 95 
percent of all HIV cases occurring in 
developing countries, the virus’ social 
and economic costs are devastating for 
nations struggling to treat infected 
people. The spread of HIV has become 
large enough to become a major issue 
for development policymakers at the 
International Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank, who have found it difficult 
to convince finance ministers that AIDS 
is a concern for nations as a whole, not 
just health departments. Whilea number 
of AIDS treatments exist that prolong 
the life of HIV patients and improve 
their health for a longer period of time, 
few drug companies or nations have 
moved to make the drugs affordable for 
poorer countries.

A look at what we 
Do and Don’t know 
about HIV/AIDS

We’re not convinced. We 
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admit that we haven’t read 
all the evidence and we 
have not examined all of 
the theories being put 
forward from a firm 
Scientific perspective, but 
at this point we are not 
convinced. 


We're talking about the article 
printed in Times.10 last month, an 
excerpt from an article in The New 
York Press, (vol. 13, number 10, 
February 2000)”The AIDS 
Heretics”, by John Strausbaugh. 
The article is an interview with 
columnist Celia Farber, science 
writer Nicholas Regush and 
publisher Charles Ortleb, in which 
all three give their positions on the 
theory that HIV does not cause, 
AIDS. 


What concerns HIV Edmonton is 
not that new theories on causation 
are arising and being discussed, but 
that within each of these theories 
rests a righteousness that cannot 
help but spur people on to changing 
their behaviours and letting down 
their guard. Some of these theories 
contain a_ bitterness and 
blameworthiness that could 
ultimately polarize communities and 
community service organizations, 
causing a breakdown in efforts to 
address a very real and current 
situation. We, as a society, cannot 
afford to let our guard down. 


We have to look at what we 
know for certain and what at 
this point remains far reaching 
and indefensible to the average 
individual who has 
mysteriously become ill in the 
past fifteen to eighteen years. 


We know that AIDS is real. Death 


by Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome is real, and death is still 
a visitor to all communities on a 
global level. We also know that if 
we don’t call “it” AIDS, we are still 
fighting a disease by whatever name 
that causes the ultimate total 
breakdown of the human immune 
system. We know that HIV attacks 
the T-4 cells and kills them off. 
When there is a significant drop in 
the T-4 cells the human body is no 
longer able to fight disease, any 
disease; not a cold, the flu, nothing. 


We know that the introduction 
of certain drugs attacking 
different stages of development 
in the HIV virus has proven to 
reload the human body with T-4 
cells and has caused, in many, a 
resurgence and stabilization in 
health. We know that these 
individuals are able to live active 
and contributing lives once again. 
We know, too, that the giant 
pharmaceuticals invested a great 
deal of money into finding and 
testing these drugs. 


We know that the reduction in 
the exchange ofblood and bodily 
fluids between persons in high- 
risk situations has proven to 
reduce the transmission of HIV. 
We know that the tests that are 
available for detection of HIV in 
the human body are reliable and 
that people being tested are able 
to pinpoint situations (pre- 
testing) that contributed to the 
likelihood of their acquiring HIV. 


We know that the AIDS Service 
Organizations (ASOs) 
throughout the world sprung up 
in answer to a plea for help in 
halting the devastation in the 
gay/bisexual men’s community. 


We know that ASOs were 
painstakingly developed with the 
sweat and human investment of 
the very community being 
decimated. We know that ASOs 
are now answering the call once 
again to help halt the devastation 
taking its toll in all populations no 
matter what race, creed, colour, 
SOeX Usasl 
orientation or 
political 
standing. 


And finally, we 
know that HIV 
Edmonton and 
other ASOs 
are mandated 
to promote 
healthy 
decision 
making and 
behaviours in 
a l l 
communities, 
and __ being 
polarized from 
ioe Ce Sc 
communities, 
tragically, 
gives our 
message and efforts far less impact. 
We finally can add our message on 
risk and safety to one of acceptance 
and esteem and know that we are 
striking a cord in most. 


What we don’t know is the 
cause of HIV? We don’t know 
if it made its way to the human 
‘immune system from monkeys 
in Africa. We don’t know if 
HIV was the result of a polio 
vaccine test gone foul. We don’t 
know if it was a plot to rid the 
earth of any particular 
segment(s) of society. We 
simply don’t know. 


There have been many 
theories as to why HIV was 
readily accepted as the cause 
of AIDS in the early years, 
some of those theories border 
on paranoia, some border on 
political pronouncements. At 
the time, HIV appeared to 
have the most significant 
number of traceable, tenable 


and common determinants 
linking it to the destruction of 
the human immune system. 


What we do not know is the 
connection between those diagnosed 
as HIV positive and the incidence 
of HHV-6 (the human herpes virus 
- 6) in those individuals. HHV-6 is 
reputed to have a greater impact on 
the immune system than HIV, but 
how many of those diagnosed, as 
HIV positive are also active hosts 
of HHV-6? We don’t know the 
statistics linking HHV-6 to the 
multiple of factors contributing to 
AIDS. 


What we don’t know is how Farber, 
Regush, Ortleb and others can ignore 
and denigrate the work and progress 
of the ASOs by suggesting that their 
only reason for existing is to enhance 
the careers of those working inthem. 
We don’t understand how the ASOs 
can be accused of giving over their 
agendas to the giant pharmaceuticals 
in return for fat paychecks and stable 
employment 
opportunities.

We will continue to provide 
information through 
workshops and in-services and 
by collaborating with 
community organizations to 
halt the spread of what we have 
accepted as the known cause 
of AIDS.

Affirmation

I want to speak to you this month about 
a journey I embarked upon to get policy 
recognized at the annual Provincial 
Liberal Policy Convention held a couple 
of weeks ago. Julie Lloyd, my 
constituency president and a tireless 
volunteer, and the Alberta Liberal 
Women’s Commission worked along 
with me ona number of resolutions that 
dealt with basic human rights for same 
sex couples. 


The first resolution asked the Alberta 
Liberal Party to support amendments to 
the Alberta Legislation to include same 
sex couples in the definition ofa partner. 
Under this resolution, the amendment 
would see same sex couplesbeing treated 
fairly. The definition of a partner would

include either common law 
relationships or a relationship between 
two adults who have entered into a legal 
agreement with Affidavits of Execution 
creating legal obligations and duties. 
This resolution follows the recent 
changes approved by federal Liberals at 
their convention. The second resolution 
asked for amendments to the Human 
Rights Act to explicitly ‘write-in’ 
protection on the basis of sexual 
orientation. The third resolved that the 
Alberta Liberal Party would not use the 
“notwithstanding” clause ofthe Charter 
to allow legislation that discriminates 
against minority groups in Alberta. 


In drafting these resolutions, Julie and 
I worked hard, contacting supportive 
folks to speak out in the debate on these 
policies, offering crib notes for rebuttals 
and lobbying people before the debate 
to support the resolutions. 


The resolutions came up and wham, 
they passed. There was no debate and 
no one wanted to argue against the 
resolutions. Only one person voted 
against them and he did that only 
because he does not support unanimous 
passage of any resolutions. What was 
wonderful was that once these 
resolutions were passed, convention 
delegates broke out into spontaneous 
applause. 


I think that the easy passage of the 
resolutions speaks to the importance of 
these policies. As an Alberta Liberal, I 
think the delegates believe that 
recognizing the rights of gays and 
lesbians in this province is simply the 
right thing to do. Itis a real affirmation 
of the Alberta Liberal’s commitment to 
human rights in this province. And it 
made me proud to sit amongst these 
men and women from all walks of life 
and all parts of the province who cheered 
and clapped when these resolutions 
passed with no debate and no argument. 
It’s an affirmation of many people’s 
efforts on this issue.

I have heard many people, 
especially lesbians and gay 
men comment about Alberta 
Treasurer Stockwell Day’s 
recent decision to run for the 
Alliance leadership as a good 
thing because ‘maybe we will 
get rid of him here in 
Alberta’. In fact, I said this 
myself a number of times. 


BEWARE! I fear that ifDay successfully 
becomes the leader of the opposition 
that will be much worse than having 
him in the provincial legislature. I think 
we all need to be worried and work 
against Mr. Day gaining anational voice. 


Fundamentally, I believe that Stockwell 
Days’ beliefs, actions and view of 
Canada would undermine the well being 
of every lesbian, gay man and bisexual 
in this country. I also think his views on 
prisoners, women and traditional family 
values are contrary to the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms and 
most very thing that many of us value as 
Canadians. To me, Mr. Day is a scary 
politician and I am frightened by the 
position and office he might achieve. 


BEWARE! I am very alarmed because 
I think Mr. Day’s chances of political 
success are better than I would like to 
believe. [am sure Mr. Day decided to go 
for the leadership because he found he 
could raise large sums of money from 
wealthy individuals, right wing groups 
and businesses. I suspect he received 
support from Canada’s few media 
moguls who suggested maximum 
exposure. I cannot recall any politician 
who has neither been involved in national 
politics nor holds a national elected 


position receive the extensive media 
coverageas Mr. Day! Possessing great 
media presence, Stockwell is portrayed 
as a virtual ‘savior’ for the Reform 


Party. 


BEWARE! Although it is popular to 
say that easterners will not vote for 
someone who is an Alberta redneck, I 
do not believe that for one second! I 
would remind readers that the Ontario 
Provincial government of Mike Harris 
has been successfully elected twice 
and is only marginally more 
progressive than Alberta. With 
western Canada and Ontario support, 
Day and the Alliance Party may succeed 
more quickly then many think. 


BWARE! Most every commentator, 
although not all party members, has 
concluded that the current head of the 
opposition, Preston Manning must go. 
The pressure for a ‘new, dynamic and 
progressive’ leader is, I think, 
irresistible and unstoppable. If I am 


correct, before summer is over 
Canadians may find that the leader of 
the Official Opposition is Mr. Day. A 
national election in the next twelve 
months, I fear, would see Mr. Day and 
the Alliance gamer additional seats with 
apossibility of forming the government 
if the Liberals stumble.: I do not see any 
party challenging the Liberals. 


I have painted a scenario that is 
frightening—I know I am very 
concerned. So, although I detest Mr. 
Day’s political convictions, I want him 
to stay in Alberta as a MLA—much 
worse would be the power and platform 
he would have as leader of the 
Opposition or potential Prime Minister!

Interview 
withKary 
Mullis 


Aids: Words from the 
Front 


By Celia Farber 


Kary Mullis, winner of the 1993 Nobel 
Prize in chemistry, has rocked the world 
of science with his party-boy surfer 
demeanor. Now he’s ready to take on the 
AIDS establishment. Celia Farber talks 
to the rebel genius. 


Mullis, who has been described in the 
press aS possessing a “creative 
nonconformity that verges on the lunatic,” 
struck me as a person with a pure and 
insatiable curiosity. He had as many 
questions for me as I had for him. For 
instance, by the end of the interview, I 
recall him asking me to articulate why it 
would matter if I were to discover that the 
hotel lobby, the bar, the bartender, the 
drinks, and our conversation had all been 
an electronic mirage. 


Mullis’ invention ofthe polymerase chain 
reaction (PCR) won him the Nobel Prize 
inchemistry in 1993. PCR isa remarkably 
simply, yet revolutionary, method of 
selectively multiplying and mass- 
producing specific DNA segments in just 
hours. Previously, DNA could be 
multiplied, but not isolated, and it is in 
the isolation that the revolutionary kernel 
lies. Scientists can now undertake 
everything from detecting hereditary 
cancers, to solving impossible murder 
mysteries, to retracing the very depths of 
evolution. The London Observer 
trumpeted: “Not since James Watt walked 
across Glasgow Green in 1765 and 
realized that the secondary steam 
condenser would transform steam power, 
an inspiration that set loose the industrial 
revolution, has a single, momentous idea 
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been so well recorded in time and place.” 
PCR has also had a great impact on the 
field of AIDS, or rather, HIV research. 
PCR can, among other things, detect 
HIV in people who test negative to the 
HIV antibody test. 


Mullis, like does not believe that AIDS is 
caused by the retrovirus HIV. He is long- 
standing member of the Group for the 
Reappraisal of the HIV-AIDS Hypothesis, 
a growing protest organization pushing 
for a re-examination of the cause of 
AIDS. Mullis challenged the popular 
wisdom that the disease-causing 
mechanisms of HIV are simply too 
“mysterious” to comprehend. “The 
mystery of that damn virus,” he said at 
the time, “has been generated by the 
billions of dollars a year they spend on it. 
You take any other virus, and you spend 
billions, and you can make up some great 
mysteries about it too.” 


Like so many great scientific discoveries, 
the ideas for PCR came suddenly, as if by 
direct transmission from another realm. 
It was during a late-night drive in 1984, 
the same year, ironically, that HIV was 
announced to be the “probable” cause of 
AIDS. “I was just driving and thinking 
about ideas and suddenly I sawit,” Mullis 
recalls. “I saw the polymerase chain 
reaction as clear as if it were up on a 
blackboard in my head, so I pulled over 
and started scribbling.” A chemist friend 
of his was asleep in the car and, as Mullis 
described ina special edition of Scientific 
American: “Jennifer objected groggily 
to the delay and the light, but I exclaimed 
I had discovered something fantastic. 
Unimpressed, she went back to sleep.” 


Mullis kept scribbling calculations, right 
there in the car, until the formula for 
DNA amplification was complete. The 
calculation was based on the concept of 
“reiterative exponential growth 
processes,” which Mullis had picked up 
from working with computer programs. 
After much table pounding, he convinced 
the small California biotech company he 
was working for, Cetus, that he was onto 
something. They sold the patent for PCR 
to Hoffman-LaRoche for a staggering 
$300 million - the most money ever paid 
for a patent. Mullis meanwhile, received 
a $10,000 bonus. 


Our talk focused on AIDS. Though 
Mullis has not been particularly vocal 
about his HIV skepticism, his convictions 
have not, to his credit, been muddled or 
softened by his recent success and 
mainstream acceptability. He seems to 
revel in his newly acquired power. “They 
can’t pooh-pooh me now, because of 
who I am,” he says with a chuckle - and 
by all accounts, he’s using that power 
effectively. 


When ABC’s Nightline approached 
Mullis about participating in a 
documentary on him, he instead urged 
them to focus their attention on the HIV 
debate. “That’s a much more important 
story,” he told the producers, who up to 
that point had never acknowledged the 
controversy. In the end, Nightline ran a 
two-part series, the first on Kary Mullis, 
the second on the HIV debate. ABC 
hired Mullis for a two-week period, to 
act as their scientific consultant and 
direct them to sources. 


The show was superb, and represented a 
historic turning point, possibly even the 
end of the seven-year media blackout on 
the HIV debate. But it still didn’t fulfil 
Mullis ultimate fantasy. “What ABC 
needs to do,” says Mullis, “is talk to 
{Chairman of the National Institutes of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases (NIAID) 
Dr. Anthony] Fauci and [Dr. Robert] 
Gallo [one of the discoverers of HIV] 
and show that they’re assholes, which I 
could do in ten minutes.” But, I point 
out, Gallo will refuse to discuss the HIV 
debate, just as he’s always done. 


“IT know he will,” Mullis shoots back, 
anger rising in his voice. “But you know 
what? I would be willing to chase the 
little bastard from his car to his office 
and say, ‘This is Kary Mullis trying to 
ask you a goddamn simple question,’ 
and let the cameras follow. If people 
think I’m a crazy person, that’s okay. 
But here’s a Nobel Prize winner trying 
to ask a simple question from those that 
spent $22 billion and killed 100,000 
people. It has to be on TV. It’s a visual 
thing. I’m notunwilling to do something 
like that.” 


“T am waiting to be convinced that we’re 
wrong,” Mullis continues. “I know it 


ain't going to happen. But if 
it does, I will tell you this 
much - I will be the first 
person to admit it. A lot of 
people studying this disease 
are looking for the clever 
little pathways they can piece 
together, that will show how 
this works. Like, ‘What if 
this molecule was produced 
by this one and then this one 
by this one, and then what if 
this one and that one induce 


this one’- that stuff becomes, 
after two molecules, 
conjecture of the rankest 
kind. People who sit there 
and talk about it don’t 
realize that molecules 
themselves are somewhat 
hypothetical, and that their 
interactions are more so, and 
that the biological reactions 
are even more so. Youdon’t 
need to look that far. You

don’t discover the cause of 
something like AIDS by 
dealing with incredibly 
obscure things. 


Commenting on the hostility 
with which these ideas are 
met, Mullis says, “People 
don’t want to hear from 
somebody like me who’s not 
a member of their society. 
They say to me, “You don’t 
know shit about this, Mullis.’ 
People say to me, ‘How many 
people have you seen die of 
this disease?’ They say, “You 
don’t know what causes it 
because you've never 
watched them die.”” 


Then the anger kicks in 
again. “Do we care about 
these people that are HIV- 
positive whose lives have 
been ruined? Those are the 
people I’m the most 
concerned about. Every night 
I think about this. I think, 
what is my interest in this? 
Why do I care? One of my 
girlfriend’s brothers died of 
it, and I think he died of 
AZT.” 


At this point, Mullis voice 
starts to crack. “The horror 
of it is every goddamn thing 
you look at, if you look at it 
through the glasses that 
you've developed through 
looking at this thing, seems 
pretty scary to me. Look at 
the oncogene people and I 
go, oh yeah, I know what 
they are doing. Same stuff. 
Oncogenes don’t have 
anything to do with cancer. 
Radiation probably doesn’t 
have anything to do with 
stopping cancer. The drugs 
that we use on people - all 
those goddamn horrible 
poisons -they’re noless toxic 
than AZT. And we are doing 
it to everybody. Everybody’s 
aunt is being radiated once a 
goddamn month and given 
drugs that are going to kill 


her. We’re dealing with a 
bunch of witch doctors. The 
whole medical profession - 
except forthe people that patch 
you up when you get a broken 
leg or you have a pummeling 
problem. It’s just a bunch of 
people that have become 
socially important and very 
rich by thinking about the fact 
that they might be able to cure 
the diseases that actually cause 
people in our society to die. 
It’s scary, that’s what it is.” 


He takes a deep breath, and I 
realize that on the other end of 
the phone, Kary Mullis, Nobel 
laureate, pioneer of the DNA 
revolution, has started to cry. 
“God, I hate this kind of crap. 
I really don’t want to write 
about it. I’d like to write about 
something that’s easy to write 
about, where you don’t have 
to come up with a conclusion 
in the end. I’ve been writing 
about my boyhood, when I was 
a little kid back on my 
grandfather’s farm where we 
didn’t know about black 
widow spiders or all that stuff. 
But writing about that is so 
easy. Sometimes in the 
morning, when it’s a good surf, 
I go out there, and I don’t feel 
like it’s a bad world. I think 
it’s a good world, the sun is 
shining. I’m really optimistic 
in the mornings. It’s just 
thinking about this issue, it 
just drives me to - I’m making 
tears thinking about it. I don’t 
see how to deal with it. Ican’t 
possibly write a book that will 
describe it to somebody. You 
can’t do a damn 22.8-minute 
TV thing that is going to have 
any effect except to get 
somebody to shoot through my 
window and hit me. I feel like 
I’m on a hostile planet.”

She said “If you don’t start giving me 
orgasms, the relationship is over’. Her 
partner wondered what to do - more of 
this, less of that - and felt incredibly 
pressured. So much for spontaneity. 


Another day, another person ... “Being 
gay is not about wanting to have sex with 
a same gender person, it’s about being 
emotionally involved with the same 
gender.” 


Another day ... a slim young woman has 
fat lipo suctioned from her tummy in 
hopes of attracting a new lover, and then 
worries about plastic surgery to remove 
the loose skin left over from the removal 
of the fat. 


It must be spring: everywhere people are 
talking about sex and bodies. And it’s 
not just people: the magazines have 
started talking about getting in shape for 
summer, which seems to me as though 
it’s still about sex and bodies, only cleverly 
(?) disguised as talking about fitness. Or 
maybe it’s just me: I’m very aware these 
days that I’m not nearly the same shape 
I was twenty years ago, and that there is 
certainly more of my partner than when 
we Started out twelve years ago. 


All things considered, though, I suspect 
that questions about our bodies and sex 
have to dowith all ofthe above: awareness 
of what society says we should be ... 
awareness of what our instincts tell us we 
need, and what we’re comfortable 

with ... and awareness of what our partners 
seem to desire. When any or all of these 
“awareness-es’ don’t converge into 
perfect physical, sexual, desired harmony, 
we get the desire for “more orgasms’, a 
thinner tummy, or any of the other 
expressions of physical discontent we all 
run into at one time or another. 


Recently I was reading a book on personal 
boundaries and it had an interesting 
chapter on bodies. Part of the notion was 


that we need to treat ourselves as our own 
best friends. So, if our body is our own 
best friend, if it’s where we live and hang 
out all our lives, why do we keep rejecting 
it for being a real body, with warts, farts, 
bumps, wrinkles, a few extra pounds and 
all? 


Now I’m not suggesting for a moment 
that attractiveness is not relevant. But if 
we want to treat our bodies as our friends 
- an idea which makes some sense to me 
- why would we think badly of it when it’s 
less than perfect? Why would we want to 
hurt it, to change it permanently, to reject 
its inborn tendencies as dastardly? 


To take the idea a bit further: next time 
you think that you’re only “beddable” if 
you're “fabulous”, take a second and 
check out what’s happening in your heart 
and soul. Firstly, what beliefs are in 
charge to make you think or feel that 
way? And then secondly, when you’ve 
begun to get some answers to those 
questions, ask yourself what might happen 
to those beliefs if you took a bit more 
notice of all the “less than perfect” couples 
around who obviously adore one another. 
Like my ninety year old father and his 
eighty four year old wife, who cuddled so 
delightedly when took them out for their 
fifth anniversary last year that the waiter 
and I both blushed. The intimacy was so 
strong in that cuddle that we both felt like 
we were invading a very private, very 
special place. 


Maybe that’s the Key issue in all of this: 
intimacy, with our own bodies and those 
of other people. At this point I imagine 
you asking: is it possible for one be 
intimate with one’s own body? If you 
define intimacy as feeling safe enough to 
be comfortable expressing all the things 
you are, then I think it’s very possible 
indeed ... which means its also possible 
that our difficulties with our bodies are at 
least partly about not feeling quite safe, 
or comfortable, enough. 


To look at it another way: “How can you 
want to wake up beside someone who 
isn’t gorgeous?” is a theme that often 
shows up in my therapeutic discussions 
with gay men. Such notions, also common 
to a lot of non-gay male people with 


whom I work, are so dominant that we 
assume they are usual and helpful. 
Experience has shown me, though, that 
such comments often come from a very 
different place: that we deal with our 
discomfort with our own bodies by 
demanding impossible perfection of any 
body, ours or another’s. We are often 
quite afraid of our physicality, shamed 
by nonsensical standards taught to us by 
parents, grandparents, high school 
locker rooms (for both genders), glamour 
mags (ditto), television, movies, you 
name it ...! That it’s easier to focus on 
the body and not pay attention to the 
issues inside, when in fact it’s those 
inside issues that really need the 
examination. 


And then there are questions related to 
abuse, physical or sexual or emotional. 
People who’ve been abused often have 
frightful troubles with their bodies, 
which often turn out to be a response to 
the emotional/spiritual damage that’s 
been done. In fact, it seems that even 
with the most gorgeous people, while 
sexual problems and body problems 
sometimes do connect to “plumbing 
issues”, more often these problems boil 
down to issues connected with being 
open, vulnerable, and truly intimate. 
The trick, therefore, is to find a way to 
be comfy in our bodies to the point that 
we re comfy with what’s inside as well 
... in other words, our bodies feel safe 
enough for our souls to be intimate, and 
vice versa. 

There’s a therapeutic technique I’ve 
suggested that couples try, and it’s often 
had fascinating results. If one of you is 
having difficulty with physical comfort 
and/or pleasure, ask your partner to 
take a bit of your favourite lotion and 
rub it in a one inch circle on a neutral 
part of your body. Slowly add more area 
over the next days and/or weeks. It’s 
wonderful how this simple, and often 
quite fun, little task often kickstarts 
huge change, as old beliefs about 
attractiveness and body image are chased 
away by the simple caring and respect 
and trust the task entails. 


Even if you haven’t been abused, try 
it - and then reverse roles - and see 
what happens to your notions of 
befriending your body.

Spring is in the air, or at 
least it would be if we could 
ever kick the last few bits of 
winter. As the snow melts, 
as the air warms, as the 
days grow ever longer, life 
returns. Spring fever is a 
wonderful thing. People are 
out more. Bars and baths 
are busier, the streets are 
filled with people enjoying 
the change of season. 
People who ’ve been hiding 
for months come out, ready 
to face a new summer of 
adventure and chance. 
Music is louder, food tastes 
better, the sky has never 
been so blue. It’s a time for 
being twitter-pated, for 
being swept off your feet 
by that special someone. It’s 
a time to truly enjoy being 
alive. 


And yet, even as I see 
energy and _ vitality 
returning all around me, I 
see so many people 
wallowing in depression. 
Perhaps winter’s hold has 
not loosened sufficiently yet 
for them to embrace the 
Spring.

Perhaps they 
see the same life I do, and 
don’t know how to 
participate in that renewal. 


Perhaps that’s because 
this is also the time for 
Spring-cleaning.

apartment. I mean cleaning 
the garbage away from your 
life. January | is held to be 
the day for resolutions, for 
fresh starts, for new 
beginnings, but really, 
changing the direction of 
your life can be done any 
day. If things have stopped 
working, if you’re finding 
yourself more and more 
often questioning where 
you re going, it is never too 
late to stop and ask for 
directions.

With a name like Gay Days 
2000, you may think its just 
another party revolving 
around music, dancing, 
beautiful bodies, and fun.

Of course Gay 
Days 2000 includes all of 
these things, but only in 
addition to so much more. 


Started in 1991, Gay Days 
originally comprised of Gay 
& Lesbian Day at the Magic 
Kingdom, and was meant to 
bea supplement to Orlando’s 
Gay & Lesbian Pride Week. 
As it was not possible to rent 
the park for the event, gay 
men and lesbians were 
encouraged to show up at 
Disney World wearing bright 
red in order to stand out from 
heterosexual park patrons. 
After nine years of effort, and 
the help of heavy media hype, 
Gay & Lesbian Day at the 
Magic Kingdom turned into 
a week-long event with 
world-wide acclaim. 
Attendance soared from 
approximately 2500 patrons 
in 1991, to an expected 
150,000 for this years 10" 
anniversary. 


The main attraction to this 
event always has been, and 
remains to be, Gay Day at 
Walt Disney World, which 
will take place June 3, 2000. 
Celebrations get underway; 
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however, four days earlier 
with the Kickoff Kickass 
Kocktail Party. From that 
point on, celebrations take 
place throughout the entire 
region, including Gay Day 
at Busch Gardens, Gay Day 
at Sea World, Gay Day 
Around The World 
(EPCOT), Gay Day at 
Universal Studios and Gay 
Day at Cirque du Soleil. The 
main theme surrounding all 
of these is quite simply 
having a good time amoung 
friends. Visiting attractions, 
thrill seeking on the many 
rides, and taking in the 
overall scenery will be your 
main reasons for attending. 


There are several more 
events taking place in the 
days surrounding Gay Day

Becoming Ourselves 


Kids At Heart 


By Shawn Mooney 


Some childhood experiences 
shape the brightest bits of 
selfhood; some kill off the 
glow. I’ve just finished 
reading a childhood memoir 
that probes the inextricable 
link between pain and 
enchantment: gay writer 
Mark Doty’s Firebird, a 
heart-rending look back at 
his bookish, sissy boyhood 
in a fucked-up family in the 
50s and 60s. 


Much autobiographical 
story-telling suffers from the 
teller’s desire to be 
terminally unique. But there 
is a way to conceive and tell 
our stories that narrows the 
divide between I and Thou. 
Firebird is just such a 
narrative of healing and 
sorrow and glee that gestures 
towards soul - Doty’s, yours 
and mine: a compassion- 
soaked journey of the heart. 


Doty remembers two central 
experiences: one of queer 
exuberance, another of 
extreme homophobia. His 
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grade four English teacher 
invites him to dance one 
day in class to Stravinsky’s 
Suite From The Firebird 
—the mythic story of the 
phoenix rising from its own 
ashes. Dancing, he 
transforms into “who he 
always was, beneath the 
scorch and the ashes, 
beneath the ordinary ugly 
body in which he has been 
disguised, under the shame 
he’s worm likea cloak, under 
the misunderstandings and 
the knowledge that he can’t 
be who they want, that they 
do not want who he is.” 


Ina life already troubled by 
self-awareness of his 
difference from other boys, 
in this glorious instance 
Doty dances his aliveness, 


uninhibited by his 
classmates’ reaction. 
Moments of 


unselfconscious 
exhilaration are all too rare 
in queer childhood; 
remembering and 
celebrating them is vital. 


The other memory, from 
Doty’s adolescence: a 
harrowing scene of violence 
his alcoholic mother nearly 
perpetrates, foreshadowed 
by her discovery of her son 
lip-syncing a Judy Garland 
tune. Most of us have been 
spared such _ vicious 
enactments of homophobia 
within our immediate 
families, and it is a chilling 
part of Doty’s story, the 
details of which I shall not 
elaborate. (Read this book!) 


Mark Doty has not only 
survived but gone on to 
alchemize the 
enchantments and wounds 
of his boyhood into a 
lifetime of creativity. 
(Read his poetry, read his 
memoir about the death of 
his lover, Heaven’s Coast.) 


The epigraph to his memoir 
is a quote from someone 
named von Hoffsmanthal: 
“Where is your Self to be 
found? Always in the 
deepest enchantment that 
you have experienced.” 
Indeed, exploring the world 
of childhood opens up 
unresolved pain and 
unfinished business; but 
remembering can also tap 
into the soul’s regenerative 
core. 


As with any good life 
writing, Firebird beckons 
readers to reflect back on 
our Own experience, those 
early moments’. of 
recognition, alienation, 
confusion and exhilaration. 
I am coming to appreciate, 
like James Hillman says in 
The Soul’s Code, that such 
memories contain acorns 
out of which the tree of my 
adult life has grown. 
Nothing revitalizes 
stagnant adulthood like 
reconnecting with the 
passionate curiosities of 
youth. 


The beauty of growing up, 
as Doty’s story makes 
clear, is that we can now 
consciously draw on the 
inner enchantments to heal 


the inner pain. The potent 
energies of childhood 
experience —woundedness 
and vitality—can arc into a 
circularity of aliveness that 
is both vulnerable and 
exuberant. In telling our 
core stories, we gain an 
empowering perspective on 
life as we’ re living it today. 
As Doty puts it: “We live 
the stories we tell; the stories 
we don’t tell live us.”

Rapid 
HIV 
Screening 
Kits Raise 
Important 
Legal and 
Ethical 
Questions 


Health Canada has issued a 
license on 15th March 2000 
to BioChem 
ImmunoSystems Inc. to sell 
a rapid HIV screening test 
kit that provides a result in 


15 minutes. Health-care 
professionals at the point of 
care have licensed this kit 
for use. 


In a 145-page report 
released today, the 
Canadian HIV/AIDS Legal 
Network warns that 
provincial and territorial 
governments must now 
exercise their regulatory 
authority. They must ensure 
that the rapid HIV test kit is 
only available in those 
settings and under those 
conditions in which their 
benefits will be most likely 
realized and the potential 
misuses prevented. 


“The licensing of rapid HIV 
tests for point-of-care use 
raises important legal and 
ethical questions that must 
beaddressed,” says Dr. Ralf 
Jirgens, a lawyer and

executive director of the 
Canadian HIV/AIDS Legal 
Network, and co-author of 
the report. “Our policies and 
practices regarding HIV 
testing should be driven not 
by the technology, but by a 
careful consideration of 
risks and benefits, informed 
by solid research.” 


Health Canada classifies 
medical devices based on 
their riskiness. Rapid HIV 
tests are a Class IV device, 
the highest risk category 
under the Medical Devices 
Regulations. Jirgens points 
out: “This is the first time a 
device in this category has 
been licensed in Canada for 
use outside a laboratory. We 
must prevent potential 
misuses.” 


Richard Elliott, Director of 
Policy & Research ofthe Legal 
Network and the other co- 
author of the report, explains: 
Currently in Canada, the 
standard procedure for HIV 
testing involves a trained 
health-care worker drawing a 
blood sample from the person 
getting tested in a clinical 
setting, usually a physician's 
office or a testing clinic. The 
blood is then tested in a 
clinical laboratory to detect 
the presence of HIV-specific 
antibodies using a screening 
test. A negative result is 
reported if the screening test 
is non-reactive. Any blood 
sample that tests positive, 
however, undergoes a second, 
confirmatory test and the 
result given to the health-care 
provider who ordered the test 
is always a confirmed one. 
Typically one to two weeks 
elapse before results are 
available because blood 
samples are generally tested 
in groups to decrease costs, 


and because time is needed to 
complete confirmatory 
testing. Every person getting 
tested, whether the test is 
positive or negative, must 
return to the testing site for a 
second visit to learn their 
results from the provider and 
to receive post-test counseling 
tailored to his or her results. 


In contrast, Elliott explains, 
the new rapid test can be done 
on-site. A result is available 
within 15 or 30 minutes after 
the blood sample is taken. 
The test is as good as the first 
screening test currently used 
in approved laboratories, 
ensuring a reliable negative 
test. For those testing 
negative, this permits the 
health-care professional to 
complete the HIV testing and 
counseling at a single visit. 
However, as with any 
screening test, the rapid test 
is hypersensitive and will 
yield a significant proportion 
of false positive results. All 
positive results and all results 
that are equivocal must be 
confirmed, requiring that a 
blood sample be sent to an 
approved HIV testing 
laboratory, where it will 
undergo confirmatory testing. 


Until now, in order to 
minimize the reporting of 
false-positive results, no 
positive result was given to 
the person being tested until 
confirmatory testing was 
undertaken, says Elliott. This 
may now change. But what 
are the implications of telling 
patients their screening 
results when a significant 
number of false positive 
results will occur? asks 
Jiirgens. Imagine a person 
receiving a positive screening 
result without having 
understood that a screening 
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test is only a screening test, 
that the result may be a false- 
positive result, and that it is 
imperative that the person 
come back to receive a 
confirmed result, which could 
well be negative. Because of 
the need to ensure that all 
people who receive a positive 
screening result have received 
best-practice counseling, only 
health-care professionals who 
have undergone a training 
program, including on how 
to provide counseling in the 
context of rapid HIV 
screening tests, should be 
allowed to use such tests. And 
rapid HIV screening should 
be accompanied by 
accelerated access to 
confirmed test results. 


The Legal Network report 
points out that one of the 
potential advantages of rapid 
HIV screening is that, since 
the technology is simple, 
access to HIV screening could 
be improved in more remote 
areas. But quality control 
concerns must also be 
addressed if testing is to be 
done outside the laboratory. 
“Manufacturers and 
governments must take 
measures to ensure that rapid 
test kits used at the point of 
care are performing properly, 
are administered properly, 
and are interpreted 
accurately,” says Jiirgens. 


Rapid HIV screening tests 
might also assist HIV 
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prevention efforts in limited 
circumstances. Pregnant 
women of unknown HIV 
status whoare in labour could 
undergo rapid screening; 
those screening positive 
could initiate preventive 
measures to reduce the risk 
of mother-to-child 
transmission. Rapid 
screening could also provide 
more information for 
decisions about post- 
exposure prophylaxis (PEP) 
following exposures such as 
needle-stick injuries. 


But Jurgens notes that the 
issue of HIV testing during 
labour is contentious, and 
reiterates that any testing 
for HIV must always be 
done with consent. “HIV 
testing without consent is 
unethical, illegal and 
professional misconduct. 
Rapid screening kits do not 
change the requirement for 
specific, informed consent 
to HIV testing. Colleges 
and associations of health 
care professionals need to 
adopt or update regulations 
and/or policies to this 
CiiCcia 


Says Jurgens: “The 
introduction of rapid HIV 
testing must not lead to 
abandoning the 
requirement that HIV 
testing is only done with 
the informed consent of the 
person being tested, with 
quality pre-test and post- 
test counselling, and with 
the confidentiality of test 
results guaranteed. Rather, 
Canada must re-commit to 
quality HIV testing and 
counselling.” 


In total, the report by the 


Canadian HIV/AIDS Legal 
Network contains 23 
recommendations, directed 
to federal and provincial/ 
territorial policymakers, 
health-care professionals, 
professional associations 
and regulatory bodies of 
health-care professionals, 
and those providing HIV 
testing and counseling and 
working in the field of public 
health. The report follows a 
300-page report released by 
the Legal Network in 1998 
(HIV Testing and 
Confidentiality: Final 
Report), which established 
the Network as an 
international leader in the 
analysis of legal and ethical 
issues raised by HIV testing. 
And was produced with 


funding from Health 
Canada under the Canadian 
Strategy on HIV/AIDS.

Legal Network is a non- 
profit organization engaged 
in education, legal and 
ethical analysis, and policy 
development regarding 
HIV/AIDS, witha mandate 
to promote responses to 
HIV/AIDS that respect the
